ken vnro, and the pluralitic comprehended vuder facra- 
mw. Againe, by the conclulion ot their decree, that this 
excellent creature ſtould be ſtamped with the print of 
their owne image, you may diſcerne the ynitic of their 
ſubſtance ; becauſe all chree haue but one 1mage,ad ima- 
ginem noſtram. 

And indced there can be but onething that is infinite. 
Will you make more then one ? Conſider firſt where 
they ſhall bc conteyned : for one infinite muſt be contey. 
ned cuery where, and fill all places ; But God is infinite, 
chereforethere can be but one God. Other things in- 
creale by mulciplication ; fo doth nor rhe Godhead :

It ts not good for man to bee alone , therefore God made 
him a helpe meet for him. With God itis contrarie,good 
forhim to be alone, and neceflaric roo: otherwiſe hee * 
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ſacred perſons without contuſion, and one bleſſed Dei- 
tie withour diuiſion. Nols intellegere vt oredas , ſed crede 
vt intelligas : intellettus enim eit merces fides, Vnderſtand 
not that you may belccue, bur belecue that you may yn- 
derſtand for ynderſtanding is thereward of faith. 

The work of creation belongeth to none bur to this 
Godhcad alone, lerem. r0. Let the gods periſh that made 
| not heauen andearth. And onthe other fide, he thar did 
it, the Angell would haue adored , Worſhip him that

It is atcributed ro the Father partcularly, 472. 4. T how 
0 Lord God which haſt made heauen and earth &c. doubt- 
leſſe againſt thy holy Sonne Ieſus, Herod and Pontius Pilate 
gathered. Thelike is afcribedto him alſo in the articles 
of our faith, where we profellea Beliefe in God the Fa- 
ther Almightic, mater of heanen and earth : and yet wee 
hold firmely thatthe workes of the Godhead 2v0adex- 
tra,be irole\touxTo xove,ations common to the whole 
Trinitic, wherein all three perſons doe ſo concurre,and 
keepe correſpondencie, that cuery one hath neuerthelcſs 
ſome pecuhar opcration apart. As for example: The 
incarnation ofthe Sonne of God, was an ation orcom- 
mon worke of the whole Trinitic ; yet the Father had a 
peculiar part in it, namely, toſend his Sonne : Andthe 
Sonne apgaine had his parte, to take fleſh, and rocom- 
bine ir into the ynitic of his perſon ; which is not com-

finiſber. The Father creareth by his will , the Sonneb 
his operation and worke, the Holy Ghoſt by giuing uf. 
and motion. The beginning of ; & worke is 1n the Fa- 
ther, and hee createrh all \ Hoo by 'his Wiſedome or 
Word,and the Holy Ghoſt nouriſheth, hatcheth,houe- 
reth ouer the. creatures to infule life and motion into 
them. In-the Creed and whercloeuer elle the Father-is 
called creator of heauen andearth, it doethnot exclude 
the Sonneand Holy Ghoſt out of this bulineſle, bur ſhe- 
weth the manner and order of the a&ion, and which 
pcrſon hath precedence. 

Is not the creation, which was the firſt outward work 
of the God-head, ficly attributed ro the firſt perſon, that 
is of himſclfe and of no other? Surely this work ſorteth

As allo it is not credi- 
ble thatSa/omondid ſerucidols of ignorance, butthathe 
was drawne toluch ſacriledge by teminineflatteries & 
inticements: So S._A4uz.concciucrth of AHdarn, that he 
belecucd not the Serpent, but conſented to his wife of 
ey repos IA PE , and would not bee ſeuered 
from his onely conſort and companion , not in the 
communion of her finne. Etfs credendo non ſunt ambo 
decepti,peccando tamen ambo capti ſunt & Diaboli laqueis 
implicati : Although man and woman both were not 
deceived in belecuing the Serpent; yer both of them 
were catched and i ed inthe Dcuils ſnares.

| Primordialis lex eſt data in paraaiſo quaſi matrix omni- 
um preceptorum : That firſt Law ( faith Tertulian) gi- 
ucn in Paradife,wastheſumme and comprehenſion of 
the whole diuine Law, that was publiſhed afterwards, 
' Thcrefore in the breach thetcof,all manner of offences 
areconteyned. 

But if the fruite were good, why ſhould it not be ta- 
fied ? if it were euill,whar did it in paradiſe ? The fruit 
certainely was good, but obedience better ; becauſe the 
whole law is performed with obedience. 

Indced ochind is more expedient for the ſoule then 
obedience. And it it bchooue cuery fouleto obey ::the 
{cruant his Lord, the childe his farher, the wite her huſ- 
band, all ro obey the Prince : how much importeth ir 
man to obey God ? for rcbellion is as exccrable as 
witchcraft, which is a manifeſt reuolt and dilauvowing 
of God : and heharethnothing more then the Giſobe- 
ence of his commaundements, That now is this one 
mans caſe. - 

CAs by the diſobedience of one mtan exc. If 1 ſhould 
here diſcuſſe, where his diſobedience began firſt ; whe- 
ther in his minde,orin his body : ſome happily would 
 fay, as S:_Anznſtine writeth, That it were more worth 
our labour, to ſecke remedie toger out , then to argue 
how or by whatpart we came firſt into thepit of linne., 
| And thar, Godwilling, ſhall not bee omitted 1n the fit 
place, but refcrued-to another time. In the meane 
while, 2:04 ſi quiſquam dicat,If any man thinke (faith 
SuAnguſtine ) that the bodic is the firſt cauſe of all

- all ations proceed our thoughts. Then keepe 
thine heart with all diligence,for thereout commeth life. 
Therefore I cannot hold with them,that make all 
the {innes of the ſoule to proceede from the bodice : fo 
the wicked Angels wanting bodies, ſhould want finne 
roo; and the ſpirits of che damned afſoone as they bee 
ſequeſtred from their bodies, ſhould ceaſe alſo trom 
their ſinne, It is but a Poets opinion concerning 
ſoulespuritie :

which 1s then- made another miniſter of ſinne , and 
bringeth tort concupiſcence: then the bodie, being 
ſummoned by the mind, ts kindled,is tranſported hither 
and thither ; ſo the ſeoſcs,and all parts of the bodie,of - 
ferchemlclues at theryrants plcaſure todo all his com. 
mands : thercout ſpring thoſe bitter fruits that are re- 
hearſcd in the fift of the Ga/athians., 

Whether it were theSne or-the other: thatthe bo- 
die were indiſobedience before the ſoule , or the loule 
before the bodie : whether the blinde did leade the 
lame,or the lame were guide to the blindez behold now 
both arefallen into the ditch, and ouerſhadowes, not 
with a cloud, but with a veric night of darkenef{c. 

Inthis ane mans diſobedience we {ee that verificd , 
which Chriſt faith in the Goſpel , They that doe emill 
ſhun the light becauſe their workes are enill.

You haue heard the mans diſobedience to God : It 
| reſterch now toſhew, how alſo he oftended his ncighbor 
therein,namely, by tran(mitcting finne to. his polteritie., 
By his diſobedience many wete made guiltic; Here I 
doe willingly call youto remembrance,that Adam did 
not ſinne as an ordinarie perſon, for ſo his finne had 
relted in himſelfe, and determined: there. It was obs 
perſwaſion in his owne particular : Though I had indeed 
erred mine errour remaineth with me. Doth it nothold 
good correſpondencic with rhe'rule of Iuſtice ? The 
foule that ſinneth, that ſoule ſhall die. Adams calc is not 
ſo ; it is extraordinarie. —_ 

As God had beantificd the whole nature of mankind 
with-excellentgifts inthis one man, ypon the conditi. 
on of his loyaltic and obedicnce : ſo was he reſolute to 
bereauc it of them all in him againe, aſloone ashe be- 
gan robe refraQoric or diſobedience. 

Who can diſtaſte this iuſtice, or finde any harfhnes 
init, when both were propounded ynto the man ypon 
uall termes ? 

Hereby alſo it may appeare that ,4dam ſinned, not 
as a priuate man : bur as the common root or ſtocke of 
mankind ; as a publique perſon,and father of ys all. 
Whenfinne had once gor hold of his perſon, mult ir 


| not needes taint vs all that are partakers of his nature ? 


Becauſe we were all encloſed 1n his loines when he 11n- |

Wedoealldic ; acither doth there live a man ypon 
earth, which ſhall nor ſee death : and therefore we doe 
all ſinne , For death us the reward of ſinne , or clſc ſome 
ſhould be cqual vnto Chriſt,and die without guilcines. 
Tris clearc and manifeft chat many dic before any a 
of guiltineſle be committed ; as infants : thereforerhey 
muſt hauethe guiltineſſe of their deathderiued from 0- 
thers : That the Apoſtle auoweth here to be originally 
from Adam. As in one perlon there bediuerſe mem- 
bers,which beall guiltic when the perſon is conuifted: 
ſo inthe nature of mankind, there be many perſons, as 
it were ſeucrall members and parts thereof , and when 
the whole was corrupted, euery particular, communi- 
cating therewich, muft needes. hauc the fame tainture. 
And as a cankred roote, doeth ſend foorth cankred 
boughes; a maſſe of leauen, leucncd loaucs the cgges 
of a Cockatrile,venemous ferpents : ſo_1dementring

his - —omnnn corruption ? Much cuery way, & too too 
much. 

Let no man then qualific Adams ſinne, or his owne, 
with yaine cxcuſes ; as if his diſobedience had not bere 
Capitall,bur veniall,and a trifle to cate of an apple. The 

etherhing was that God did forbid,the more calily 
he might haucforborne,and kept thecommandementc. 
Nogno,there 1s notany thing light,nor any thing lirtle, 
notany thing of ſmall regard in diſobedicuce, and diſo- 
bedience of God, and of ſuch a Godas he had ſhewed 
himſclfe ro: Adam : all is heynous,all horrible,all hea- 
uic,all a talcnr of lead. 

Yet in this paſſage I will commend a caution ynto 


tics ; That weneyther extend our corruption too farre, 
leſt wedeprauethe gloric of our Creator : nor eleuate 
it too much, leſt wee depceſle the benefite of our Re- 
deemer, 

The Scholemen and Church of Rome, runne too 
much on the icft hand, and offend inthelarter ; whilcſt 
they goe about to make originall finne (that is,the yc- 
nome which _4da» hath conveyed ynto ys)to be but 
2 light and ſuperficiall accident, cafily remoued ; and, as 
| they termed it in their late Councell of Trent,nortruc 
finne but only the frothandſcumme of finne, Seſton.s. 
£an.s., 

When originall ſinne is thus extenuared,conſider (1 
beſeech you) whar, and how lictle it is thar they leaue 
tothe redemption and benefit of Ghriſt ? Not aQtuall, 
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you,and wiſh diligent hecd tobe taken of two extremi- | 
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| not any great orenormious ſinne; fuch muſt be hol 
by our owne penance,prayers,almes,and ſatisfaCtion : 
' Nor any foule ſpots of originall fine; that they ac- 
count to be but an ab1litic,or diſpoſition to ſinne,and a 
matter of nothing, So by their doArine,the Sonne of 
God watched and prayed, and falted , was tempted 
with hunger, thirſt, buffcrs, ſcourges, _—_— and 
| witha molt paincfull and ſhamefull dearh,tor a marter 
of nothing. 

What is contumelious to: the gratious benefit of our 
redemption,it this benot ? Is not this to giue a thou- 
(and to our Redeemer,and ten thouſand to our ſelues ? 

Illyricus runneth vpon the rocke, which is on the 0- 
ther {ide,and goeth roo far on the right hand; perſwa- 
ding that the finne which Adam hath conueyed to ys, 
to be our very ſubſtance, 

Surethere cannot be any thing added to the diſeaſe 
inthis kinde , but that which muſt derra from the 
Creator : our ſubſtance is of his building; Andis it 
nota ſtrangeamplitication of the diſcaſe, that brings dif. 
honour,in ſtead of glory to the Phyſitian ? If original 
finne be of mans ſubſtance,mult it notneedshaue tain- 
ted Chriſt ? it is moſt certaine that hetooke our whole 
ſubſtance; how could he betrue man,without the ſub. 
ſtance cf. man ? 

Thisfinne whichis tranſmitted to vsall, isnoparr 
of mans nature, but a deprauation of it,ſpreadingirlelfe 
oucrall, & creeping into our marrowand molt hidden- 
centrailes, 

There is a fecret poiſon within vs , like ynto the 
graines of Muſtard ſeede, little in the beginning, bur

growcthr toa greattree: There. wantno fubrile praQti- 


les 
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ſes without vs, according tothe depthes of Sathan, in- 
ſiquated fo couertly, that they are ſcarce marked from 
whence they come, nor whither they tend, 

I wouldI wereable to diſtinguiſh them ynto you : 
but I cannot deliuer that which I haue nor receiucd. 
There is morbus Mentws, and morſus Serpentis : malum 
innatum, and malum ſeminatum : patius Cords, & ſemi- 
narium hoſtis. They are nor $ne, but agree in one : both 
arc the ſower fruites of this mans fatall diſobedi- 
ence. Thereby hee recciued the one, admitted the 
other , and tranſmitted both ynto ys all : And they 
are ſufficient, eyther for conception or produſtion of 
ſinne. So by one mans diſobedience wee are all made ſin- 
mers . 

'Peraducnture ſome will ſay ,that this man, by whom 
ſinnecame,was receiued into fauour againe, And what 
queſtion ſocuer others may make, my opinion is yeri- 
ly accordiog to charitie , that Adam was ſaued, and 
had prefent torgiueneſſe of his finne, Then you will 
aske, how heſhould tranſmit that ſinne to his polterity, 
that was remitted to himleltfe ? 

Saint CAnenitine anſwercth , that the Saints chil. 
dren diſcend from their parents by carnall generati- 
on, not by ſpirituall regeneration. But Adams linne 
was forgiuen : I graunt it, yer that was nota mat- 
ter of nature , where the fountaine of generation 
reſted ; the forgiueneſſe of his finne was a matter 
of Grace, in the power of Go Þ, not in Adams 
fleſh. | 
For how was his ſinne forgiuen ? not by taking 
finne abſolutely away from. him , bur by not impu 
ting it ynato him, This imputation was not in 
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1.Ioh.2.16, 


outwardly , by the paines and endeuours of the Hul- 


 gaine yncurcumciſed , becauſe their circumciſion was 


Were it not ſtrangethen for him co beauthour of thar 


*heads,the concupiſcence of the fleſh, the lu#t of the eyes,and 


« Adams power, but in Gods goo. pleaſure ; therefore 
he could not tranſmir it to his poſteritie : He tranſmit- 
ted onely his owne tainture and morralitic. 

You know how the Husbandman doch purge and 
cdean(c the ſeedethar hee cafterh into the ground; he 
threſheth it from che ſtraw, winnowerh 1t from the 
chafte, ifrerh ir from all hoore, and ſo ſoweth bare and 


cicane corne : yet it commeth yp not pure corne, but |: 


toyned wirhftraw, and couered with cares. How ſo? 
Becauſc it had cheſe purifications, not naturally, bur 


bandman. And as it was amongſt the circumciſed 
ewes ; their children were borne with the foreskin a- 


not inward or naturally in the parent, bur added out- 
wardly by humane violence : So it ſtood with Adam , 
chough hisſinne were forgiuen, yer becauſe his righte- 
ouſnelle was alrogether in Gods imputation,nort in his 
oWne nature;hetranſmrred finneand mortality,which 
he had inhimfelfe : and could not tranſmit righteouſ- 
neſle or immortality,becauſe they were alrogether out- 
ward,in the power of God. 

Another /tem the Apoſtle giueth vs, that ſeeing our 
ſinnecommeth from our ſclues, God is not authour 
thereof. David ſpeakerh truely of the holy One of 
ral ; T how art not 4 God that lowe#t wickednejſe, Pſal 5, 


which hedoth nor loue ? 
S. lohn xeducerh all the finnes in the worldto three 


the pride of life. Theſe, the ſame Apoſtle faich, are nor 
of & father, bur of the world. 


Sinve 
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Sinne is a thing repugnant to the nature of God, 
andcontraric to all his properries. It cannor ſtand with 
his goodneſle : for being the chicte and foucraigne 
good, he cannor be authour of cuill ; {ceingeuerie one 
affeQcrh, nor that which is oppoſite, but that which is 
conformable and agrecable to his nature, And God i 


. | light and in him dwelleth no darkeneſſe at all. 


| Againe, it were ſome impeachment of hispower,to 
beaurhour of finne: forwithour any cuill God is able 
to doe what good he will. 

The wiſedome of God will not admit him to beau. 
thour of ſfinne. Good is the proper obiet thar draw- 
cth cuery one his defire ( as the Philoſopher difputerh 
truely ) and cuill is ncuer deſired nor ſought after, bur 
through crror, when that which hath bur the face and 
outward appearance of good, is miſtake for it,which 
hath thetruc nature of good indeed. So God cannot 
be the author of ſinne, ynlefle you derogate ſome thing 
from his wiſedome ; 4nd 0 Lord thine eyes be cleere , 


| thou can#t not ſee enill. 


If he were authour of Gnne, hee ſhould digert and 
rurnemenaway from himlelfe ; and that were aplaine 
deniall ofhimſclfe, not fir; not poſsible to comply with 
his truth. 

| Neitheecan it hold correſpondencie with his mer- 
vie : for he pitticth and is mercifull corhem that ſinne ; 
therefore he cannot be author thereof. 

To be ſhort, it will not ſort with his iuſtice : for hee

| Chriſt,is perfeS obedience, full of ſecuritie, voyde of 


feare. He is theperſon then, by whole obedience many 
are made righteous. 

His obedience was admirable, and it ſures well with 
his perſon, which is wonderfull, fingular,and notto be 
matched': Davids fonne, and Dauids Lord ; the ſonne 
of Mary, and the father of eternitie; the ſonne of man, 
and the ſonne of God , Who being in the forme of God, 
thought it norobberie to be equali with God : but he made 
hinſeife of no reputation, and tooke pon him the forme of 
aſeruant, and was made like unto men, and wasfound in 


ſhape as a man. He humbled himſelfe,and became obedient 

wnto the death, euen the death of the Croſſe. Two entyre 
8 pertc& natures, combined & glewed together in one 
perſon, Emmanuel, God and man. * 

This makes another doubt, whether his obedience 
was performed jn the humanirie, or in thediuinitie, or 
in both together: T'anſiyer,that he was obcdicntio the 
humane naturea!one, nor in the divine. If the diuine 
nature could hauc yeelded obedicuce, hadnor his incar- 
nation beene ſuverfluousY It theduwinitic had bene 0- 
bedient,it mult haue died too, for he was obedicnt yn 
to death : and is t poſible to hauca morcall diainiic? 
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There was no congruitie,that one natureſhould ynder- 
take the obedience impoled on the ather : bchald a 
confuſion, for the Godhead to catertaine and handle 
thebulineſle of the manhood, 

Thercforc his obedience was performed in the hu- 
manitic ; Deiroy thu Temple , and 1 will raiſe it vp in 
three dayes : This hee ſpake of his bodice. Sa S. Peter 
ſaith, T hat he bare our fiwnes in hi body 3 and our Text 
tcacheth vs,7 hat it was the obedience of one man. It was 
not then diminstie divinitatis,no abatement of his god- 
head, bur 7s 7 wg corpors, an humiliation of his bodice 
alonc. And that had not auayled without an ynion, 
and concurrence of both natures in one perſon.

If he had bene God onely, he could nor haue bene obe- 
dicat; if man ondly, he had not beene ſufficient, But 
when the ſame perſon that was creator of all things, be- 
came obedient, and obedient varo death : whar is it 
thathis obedience could not worke ? the death of all 
the creatures of the world, is nor equivalent : it is pre- 
ponderant, and preferred in the ballance of Gods iu-, 
ſtice. Tam potens ſuit ad prinilegium, tam diues ad preti- 
m,v1 ſi vninerſitas captinarum in redemptorem ſuum cre- 
deret nullum tyranicavincala retinerent. The obedience 
that the ſonneof Gad performedin his humanity, was 
ſo potent for priuttedye, ſo rich for price, that if the 
whole multitude of capriucs had belicfc in him, none 
could remaine in the tyrants bands. But of the validi- 
tie more hereafter : now we ate confined tothe affancs 
c> his perſon. 

It man had not oucrcome the encmic, hee had not 
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Gluation,we could not hold it firmely, Vena ſalus 
mis. And ifthis man had not bene God, he ſhould nor 
haue beene partaker of incorruptibilite , nnd then hee 
could not tranſmit it to vs : hunc hominem Dems, non vi 
alios regebat ſed gerebat.
